Zo The Democratic Leazue, unier the leadership of CHANG Ian, ig now she orincinel 
target for Chinese Communist Party (CCP) venetration. The CCP is malcing a 
determined effort to gain cormlete dominaace over the Lengue and is asilad by. . 
the inherent vwealmesses of it. Its leadership is disunt ted and consists largely 
of intellectuals and life-long vrofessional voliticians. Since it reoresenta no 
desinite social or economic groun or class, ani therefore lacks a svecific 
reason for existence, its rost serious weakness is its comlete iack of nopular 
support. Its days are numbered, tut it may be usefal temoorarily for its vres- 
ti ge an4 because the Communists may wish to exnloit the nolitice] exverience 


and lmovwledge of its leaders. 


3. The Iuomintang Revolutionary Committee (KUTRC), led by LI Chieshen, is in 
rach the anme situction se the Democratic Lengue, excent that the Communists 
do not take the KMIRC serfously. They hrve sneceeded in controling LI Chi- 
shen end his associntes to the »noint where they ~ose no threat te the CCP. 

At the sare tire, LI end his vuerty sre rezaried by liberal non-Com-unists as 
old soliticinns oni °s basically wnrelord tyves. They ore hardly considered 
to be in the vanguard of revolution. The KMTRO will remain ss wintow dressing 
fer the coalition government and may ~rove to be useful to more indevendent 
anti-Car-unist forces in the government. 


4, The National Salvation Association wil” shortly be Jiscolved og en intene.tent 
nolitical marty.e*This action will be the resnlt of Corrunist nressure. The 
Assoctation has been thoroughly nenetrated ond effeotively contrelied by the 
COP for some time, and has ceased to serve a useful curnose. 


5. The two narties which remain ag effective “olitienl forces are the National 
Democratic Reconstruction Association and the Chum: Kuo Chih Kung Tang, usually 
knoun as the Chih Kung Tang. CHIEN Chii-yu 1s the Leader of thia narty. The 
Chih Kung Tang derives its sunvort from overaens Chinese and frer. southern 
Chinese business and comrereial interests. It 4s basically an anti-Communist 
grown; its membershin is heavily sorinkled with Vessern-educated Chinege and 
with overseas Chinese wnose economic welfare is derived fron. foreign trade 
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and investment. 


Leadera of the National Democratic Reconstruction Association regard the 
Chih Kung Tang as their natwnal ally in co.osing the Com-untats in the 
coaliticn governnent. Cooperation between the two narties is now good and 
the hove is that they may unite. Leaders of both rarties feel that their 
Position against the CCP is strong enough to give hove of auccest.
